Thus from years of 
observanan, expelence snd iatercoutce with the 
Chinese, Dr. Po s may be Jaiciy cotliled to speak 
of the effect of t! « present war on China, and 
denate the overwhelming influ nece that Ching 
may yet bring to bear on the Japanese. The 
regret that a hasty Inteiview only allowed of Dr. 
Ross dealing briefly and lightly with the subject. 
¥or many years, said Dr. Rose, I have laboared 
fn ‘connection whh the missionary caave at 
Moukden. On the last Sanday in October, in 
consequence of the military atate of sffairs 
prevailing in that cily and 1 arrounding 
country, I, in company with Dr, Christie, an 
American missionary, left Moukden, I had 
been about twenty yearsin Moukden. We were 
the last to leave and bad previously sent the 
women and children y. While at Moukden 
and on our way to: place we were treated 
very courteously by those Chinese offictals and 
military eith whom we came In contact, an 
were not interfered whb hy any of the soldiers. 
From Moukden to Newchwang we travelled 
by boat on the river, and I remained two 
Sundays at. Newchwarg. Thit accounts 
for the delay on my journey. Before I left 
Moukden I sent a messenger southwards to gain 
loformatton, and be left  jaat before the last fight 
north of the Yaloo river took place. The 
messenger returned to Moukden and reported 
that he had met a sumber of Chinese soldiers 
retreating, The messenger considered the num- 
ber! of soldiers retreating as large, but apparently 
these retreating soldiers, from what he sald, did 
not appear to be more than a few hundreds. 
The retreats of the Chinese commenced on the 
first day of the fighling. I was surprised to 
Searn that the troops who had retreated were not 
Mancha troops, bot were soldiers from Tlentslo, | 
1 do not know that they ever fired « shot. 
General Yeh, who waa {n command, I bellave, 
has already fost ble rack for that defeat. In 
consequence , of ¢ was reported that Feng 
Hwang Cheng bad fallen, but it had not fallen, 
for the Chinese: left It, and the. Japanese did 
not advance on it, That was the begln- 
ning of tha trouble at Moukden and: I 
th t it was best to leave, for there was 
noth! ng to bo gained by sematoing, When 
I left Moukden there were lerge nombers of 
soldiers thers, with a force varying from ten to: 
twenty thousand In the city, These soldiers were 
continually arriving from the interfor and depart. 
lng fer the front. 
ost, of these soldiers, I was surprised to 
learn, were remarkably well armed, They nearly 
all possessed repeating rifles—or “ quick-firlog 
gans” as they called them—and these soldiers 
tomy personal knowledge were deilled constantly 
day alter day in European fashion by nailve 
Officers. Ihave never seen or heard of Foreign 
officers drilliog troops in Mookdeo, On my 
passage to Newchwang I did not meet any 
xetreating soldiers, because I came by water, I 
tet batches of soldiers golog to Liacyang where 
Mr, Wylle wae mordered, The country 'thiough 
which I passed was perfecily quict. At New- 
chwang, however, I saw a good many retreat- 
ing soldiers, av. oatcrally they made for the 
nearest aafo port, from which they could 
embatk to thelr homes. These were chiefly 
Hanan men, I did not receive any further news 
of fighting on my way to Newchwang, because 
I was right away from where conflicts might 
have taken place—tnore than one hundred miles 
away, Antares the fightiog was concerned it 
might have been {0 the moon from what palpable 
effect It had upon the Natives In the dlotricts we 
passed through. ‘They were carrylog on their 
Itaral labours serene as usual, withont aby 
raction from mil affairs, One thing I 
fegretted to notice was the devastation wrought 
by the floods this year. The river valley was in 
many places inundated end there were hundreds 
offarmers destitute. With regard to the reported 
treasures at Moukden, those stories are entirely 
fabulous, Mookden, ig.a fairly proeperous city, 
with a god shops 5 and forms the centre of trade 
for Matchurla, There has ‘no Japanese 
advancd on Moukden, upto a week aga when I 
lett Newchwang. . f 

The Japanese Army that crossed the Yaloo 
aad took Klu-llen-chang has retired in the direc- 
ton of Port Arthur, They Never took to the 
Moukden road, and by not doing so they showed 
thelr wisdom because they would have been cut 
off The roads to Mcukden sre very bad and 
are easily: and the Japanese would have 
had no supplies whatever: “The Japanese, truly, 

might advance by Newchwang and Kingchow. 
"But Kinchow was only a place thrown up hastily 
to meet the Japanese attack, It will be of no 
benefit to the Japanese if they hold fe, but it may 
help them to goard the Yaloo,-’ That fort was 
scarcely worthy of the name ofa fort. Afier 
capturing {t tha Japanese went away southward. 

Concerning . condoct of the retreating 
Chinese soldiers I may osy there was no 
devastation. wrought by them. There was 
thieving, One would stexe a pony, another a 
couple of hens, and soon, But they were con- 
tent with thieving, The peasantry feel very 
@oraged by thelr dolog go, 1 am afraid the 
advancing Manchus di moro pilferlog than the 
retreating Chingse, a.

rule, ft needs no seer fo discern that not 
only: will Chinn be debsrred from fature 
interference with Korea, but that Japan will bave 
set fn motion a revolution, political, social, and 
industelal, that will in a few years entirely 
change.the whole face of Eastern Asla, and 
introduce an era of development and progress, 
such as ages on ages of the former stagnation 
and conservatism with thelr slow-going reforme

CHINESE WOMEN. 
Sg 

In the course of a paper read by Profetsor 
Schlegel on Chinese women before the Oriental 
Congress at Geneva, hé remarked :—The moral 
and soctal condition of Chinese women is superior 
to that of her slstersin Turope. From prehistoric 
times the condition of the Chinese woman does 
not seem to have been servile, The first 
{mpostant historical document, the Book of 
Odes, gives us the idea of woman free In ber 
movements, in her pleasures, and in ber smours. 
And of this carly condltten the Chinese poets 
gives ts some exquisite decriptlons, At the 
time of the” greet wars between the feudal 
princes, the, corruption of manners became 
general, but -M. Schlegel estimates that for 
the firat 3,000 years of the Empire woman, 
far from occupying in China an inferior position 
to that of man, had In fact a superior {nflcence. 
The power of the Princesses and thelx caprices 
were such that they were not sought in marrl- 
age, A Chinaman would sooner burn bia two 
feet off than-marcy 9 princess, These ladies 
passed thelr Ilves in making visite, when they 
I{nvarlably spoke badly of their husbands, Their 
example was Imitated by ¢helr foltowers, and the 
evil spread from cliss to class. It was*to gup- 
press the abuse of these visits that the barbarous 
custom of preventing the growth of the feet of 
women was introduced, In 1664 the relgoing 
Emperor endeavoured to pot down this practice, 
but it was re-established four years later, 
Nevertheless, M. Schlegel maintaine that 
the Chinese woman fs not merely 9 slave, and 
that scandalous ecenes between hasband and 
wife are much raver than in E » except 
. t the's OF Classes, WHeTY the Joaleury 
of the righttal wife seainst the concubines of the 
husband frequently Inads to quarrels, -In Ching 
very often the husband was the slave, From 
the point of view of free access to the arts, 
Iterature, and the sciences, the Chinese were 
more emancipated than the European women, 
Learned women had been innumerable in Chin 
and Ulustsious women abounded, Tho politica 
{nfluence of women in Chine was aleo. often 
great, as was evidenced by the extraordinary 
posltion occuoled oy the Empress-Dowager in 
the Celestial. Empire. :
